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Profile Dr. Orvis 


JOSEPH ARBURUA, D.V.M. 


Dr. Orvis was born Fond Lac, 
Wisconsin, February 13, 1858. spent his 
earlier years working his father’s farm, and 
later went into North Dakota Territory, where 
engaged wheat farming. This worked well 
start with, but ended his selling his horses 
and returning Wisconsin older but finan- 
cially sadder. 

1884 went Chicago and matricu- 
lated the Chicago Veterinary College, being 
graduated therefrom 1886. 

The professional status the veterinarian 
the times can well illustrated recount- 
ing Doctor Orvis’ experience. Having com- 
pleted his first six months college, during 
the long vacation was employed for the 
spring and summer months veterinarian 
Chicago. The latter left extended 
vacation, leaving the conduct his extensive 
practice the hands the inexperienced 
freshman, Orvis. 

After graduation, Doctor Orvis returned 
his home, and with the assistance his father, 
succeeded borrowing $300. With this munif- 
icent sum, returned Chicago, and shortly 
thereafter decided come west. 

Due railroad war his ticket Los An- 
geles from Chicago cost him $2.50. Not being 
impressed the Pueblo Los Angeles, 
continued his trip San Francisco, but this 
fare cost him $18. The metropolis the west 
was not his liking either, resulting his 
going Stockton, where remained. The 
last part his trip was river boat. 
staying all night, was transported the 
distance for cents. 

established himself Stockton 336 
Fayette Street, later the office Dr. 
Eddy, and now the small animal hospital 
Dr. Francis Saunders. may safely said 
that this particular address has served longer 
than any other the state veterinary 
hospital and office. 

Doctor Orvis was the first qualified (gradu- 
ate) veterinarian locate that city. His 
efforts met with approval and soon estab- 
lished successful practice. 

Some years later was appointed County 
Live Stock Inspector San Joaquin County, 
and far present records show the 
first such inspector appointed any county. 

believed that was the first veteri- 
narian use the tuberculin test cattle 
California. With the approval and support 
Dr. Ruggles, president the State Board 
Health, Doctor Orvis went before the 
County Board Supervisors and obtained 
permission test the dairy herd the Stock- 
ton Insane Asylum. Eleven head were sep- 
arated and injected May 11, 1894. these 
eight reacted. 


Though the asylum authorities had agreed 
the test after seeing that per cent those 
tested had reacted, they objected any fur-

ther steps, claiming the test unreliable and 
that had been improperly administered. 
After much difficulty two the reactors were 
killed and autopsied May 26th. 

Present the autopsy, representing the 
medical profession, were: Doctor Ruggles, Dr. 
Asa Clark, Superintendent the Asylum, and 
his assistant, Doctor Hoisholt. Doctor Orvis 
was assisted professionally and morally the 
Sacramento, Thomas Maclay Petaluma, 
Spencer San Jose, and Eddy, the 
latter employe Doctor Orvis. Though 
physician, Doctor Ruggles not only encour- 
aged, but supported the test. 

Only two animals were allowed autop- 
sied. These manifested positive tubercular 
lesions, but the asylum doctors disagreed with 
the veterinarians the significance the 
lesions seen, and refused permit further 
autopsies. They stated that the rest the re- 
actors were sold instead destroyed. 
Doctor Hoisholt was the more vigorous con- 
demning the test and the veterinarians. 

The local papers well others through- 
out the state took the subject, which re- 
sulted printed uncomplimentary charges 
and counter-charges the various veteri- 
narians concerned and the asylum psysicians. 
Doctor Hoisholt again was the more vehement 
among the physicians. Surprisingly, many 
physicians supported the latter. retrospect, 
one cannot but wonder why the lack co- 
operation the medical profession that day 
with the veterinarian. Was that the veteri- 
narian had stolen the show? 
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Another first for Doctor Orvis was roar- 
ing operation performed his hospital. 

clipping from the Stockton Independent, 
date not given, but probably around 1892 
1893, tells the operation, the first record 
California. Doctor Orvis, are told, in- 
vited Dr. Porent Hollister, Dr. 
Spencer, and Doctor Archibald present. 
The latter performed the operation. 

1896, Doctor Orvis retired from active 
veterinary practice, selling his practice 
Doctor Eddy. retired the Snow Ranch 
near Farmington, the foothills east Stock- 
ton, and engaged breeding Hereford cattle. 
Here again was leader. was one the 
early breeders purebred Herefords Cali- 
fornia. 

Though never actively practiced again, 
while stock raising spayed many thousands 
heifers for the countryside where re- 
sided. This was done the spring before the 
cattle were taken the mountain summer 
ranges. Here again popularized new 
practice that later became very extensive. 

1926 became associated with Mr. 
Klinger and together they established the 
slaughtering establishment Orvis and 
Klinger Stockton. This firm still oper- 
ating under the management his grandson- 
in-law and Mr. Klinger. 

Though Doctor Orvis withdrew early from 
purely professional activities nevertheless 
was active association matters while 
practice. was one the handful veteri- 
narians who met San Francisco, January, 
1888, organize the California State Veteri- 
nary Medical Association. the first meeting 
was elected member the examining 
board, consisting the elected officers and 
himself. was licensed with the first group 
veterinarians licensed California 1893. 

1891 was married Mary Ada Snow, 
who passed away December, 1939. From 
this union were born daughter and son, 
William, with whom the Doctor now living 
retirement the old Snow Ranch. William 
continuing the same ranch the purebred 
Hereford breeding started his father. 

Truly pioneer, the age 92, Doctor 
Orvis the oldest veterinarian California. 
precedes any other practice, was 
the first group receive state license, the 
only man living who attended the organizing 
meeting our State Association and one 
its first elected officers. The first qualified 
practitioner locate Stockton, and prob- 
ably the first county livestock inspector the 
state. The first California veterinarian use 
the tuberculin test authoritative capacity, 
and the first, with three other colleagues, 
perform the roaring operation horse. 
was one the first purebred Hereford breed- 
ers the state, and the first popularize 
heifer spaying. Doctor Orvis, the veterinarians 
California salute you! 
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Treatment Giardia the 
Chinchilla 
KARL HAGEN, B.A.* 


During routine fecal examinations the 
laboratory high percentage Giardia cysts 
were found the Chinchilla. The cyst stage 
was most common, however, many cases 
when profuse diarrhea was present the mo- 
tile trophozoite stage was predominant. 
allowed run its natural course, those ani- 
mals with the profuse diarrhea would become 
emaciated and die within three five days 
after onset. 

Although many drugs have been used the 
treatment Giardia, effective agent was 
available until recent years. 1937 Brumpt 
found that feeding mice per cent solu- 
tion “quinacrine” per cent the infec- 
tions could cured. Later the same year 
the successful treatment man was reported. 
Since then number papers have confirmed 
the same observations and Atabrine now seems 
well established effective and safe treat- 
ment for Giardia man and animals. 

Since dosage was available for the Chin- 
chilla, was necessary arrive effective 
yet non-toxic dosage. Ten naturally infected 
animals were used for the experiment. They 
were all adults and weighed between and 
ounces. Each animal averaged two cysts 
per high power field and two control animals 
averaged three cysts during the course the 
experiment. All test animals were given 
Atabrine daily doses varying from 
milligrams. The doses were mixed with the 
amount feed that each animal would con- 
sume during the day. Dosages were adminis- 
tered and fecal smears were made each day 
for days. 

Those animals receiving 3-5 mg. per day 
were free from cysts after the ninth day 
treatment. The animals receiving 6-9 mg. 
were free from the parasite after the fourth 
day treatment. All control animals were 
continually shedding the cysts the fecal ma- 
terial during the entire course treatment. 
Two weeks after the last dosage fecal exami- 
nations the test animals were still negative. 

Giardia can easily eliminated from the 
Chinchilla the administration Atabrine. 
The efficiency the treatment indicated 
the absence the parasite from the feces for 
period two weeks following the use the 
drug. The optimum dose and period treat- 
ment appears milligrams per ani- 
mal daily for 5-7 days. the end this time 
the animals can expected free from 
the parasite. The maximum dose was not de- 
termined because the value the animals. 
One animal was fed the optimum dose for 
days without harmful results.

Halogeton Glomeratus Range Plant Poisonous 
Sheep and Cattle 


University Nevada, Reno 


Halogeton glomeratus, poisonous range 
plant foreign origin, rapidly spreading 
over the over-grazed ranges the Inter- 
mountain states and along highways. Infesta- 
tions covering least million acres occur 
northeastern Nevada, southern Idaho and 
Utah. Light infestations exist other western 
states and eastern California. the early stage 
growth, Halogeton rather closely resembles 
Russian thistle and Bassia (alkali weed) but 
distinguished from them the short 
hispid hairs the tips the leaves. 

Investigations made the Nevada Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station Fleming, Miller, 
Vawter and Neilson show that the poisonous 
action Halogeton due the high concen- 
tration oxalic acid salts which may reach 
per cent dry weight the time matur- 
ity. Ordinarily, not palatable plant and 
usually avoided all classes range live- 
stock. the other hand, grazing this plant 
sheep unpredictable. There are times 
when will sought and grazed sheep 
preference other plants. Salt starvation 
apparently not factor according obser- 
vations made the Knoll Creek Field Station 
Elko County, Nevada. Livestock losses 
usually occur the fall winter months and 
are most likely occur among sheep while 
the range. 

Feeding tests made with sheep the Uni- 
versity Nevada show that the amount ma- 
ture plant required kill sheep roughly 
proportioned the weight the animal and 
the oxalic acid salt content the plant sample. 
Four five ounces will kill 70-pound 
lamb and ounces will kill mature ewes 
weighing 105 110 pounds and about ounces 
will kill large, mature sheep weighing 135 
165 pounds. Pregnant ewes with border-line 
low blood calcium are more readily poisoned. 
After taking lethal dose Halogeton, dull- 
ness appears two four hours, which 
turn followed prostration and coma. 
Death occurs six ten hours and the 
result rapidly overwhelming loss in- 
organic serum calcium. time death, 
much per cent the serum calcium has 
been lost period six ten hours. 
Attempts replace the serum calcium with 
calcium compounds customarily used clini- 
cally have not been successful. the time 
dullness appears least per cent the 
serum calcium has been lost and the blood 
calcium level may five mg. less. The 
normal level for sheep nine twelve mg. 
Under average range conditions, there seems 
practical way saving sheep after 
eating lethal dose the plant. the time 


symptoms poisoning appear irreparable 
damage has been done. There doubt that 
some cattle losses have occurred from eating 
this plant but the high cost cattle has pre- 
vented their use experimental feeding work. 

The gross post mortem lesions are not sig- 
nificant. Kidney sections examined under 
polarized light reveal large aggregates cal- 
cium oxalate crystal lodged the tubules 
the cortex. other plant poisoning recog- 
nized that results such rapid loss serum 
calcium and the deposition large aggregates 
calcium oxalate the kidneys. These fea- 
tures together with evidence grazing this 
plant and finding portions the plant the 
rumen contents seem ample for positive 
diagnosis Halogeton poisoning. 

Halogeton prolific seed producer and 
spreading rapidly the Intermountain range 
country. causing considerable apprehen- 
sion among livestock men and grazing officials. 
Spraying the large stands Halogeton with 
herbicides has been proposed and tried but 
there also the danger killing other valu- 
able range forage. Reseeding Halogeton in- 
fested areas and over-grazed ranges with some 
rapidly growing forage plant that will crowd 
out has been proposed Fleming, 
prominent range forage expert.

Class Comparative Pharmacology

the course Comparative Pharmacology 
undertaking special experimental projects 
during the last two weeks the Spring 
semester. These projects, under the guidance 
Doctors Peoples and Holm, were 
designed with the idea mind allowing 
the students investigate principles phar- 
macology, chemotherapy toxicology 
which they had become interested during the 
semester. 


The following list the projects under- 
taken the individual groups: 


Group I—Ezperiment 1: The influence of chloro- 
form anesthesia on the Electrocardiogram of the dog. 

Group I—Ezperiment 2: The effect of magnesium 
ion and its antagonism by calcium ion in a dog, as 
shown by EKG. 

Group II— Experiment 1: The effects of Oleandrin 
on the heart of the dog; study made by the use of 
EKG. 

Group IlIl—Ezrperiment 1: To determine the effect 
of Apomorphine on the cow and to ascertain whether 
or not this animal has a vomiting center. 


Group The action various 
drugs on the rumen of a cow; using Lentin, Areco- 
line, Apomorphine, and Anti-histamine. 

Group Il—£rperiment 3: The value of Anti- 
histamine in cases of acute or chronic bloat. 

Group IV—Ezperiment 1: The study of lupine 
poisoning in sheep. 

Group V—Exzperiment 1: The determination of the 
therapeutic dose BAL for arsenic poisoning 
guinea pigs. 

Group Vi—Exrperiment 1: The prevention of ana- 
phylactic shock by use of anti-histamines. 

Group VII—Exrperiment 1: The experimental deter- 
mination of change in blood picture brought about 
by sterile skim milk injections into a dog. 

Group VIII—Ezrperiment 1: The observation of the 
effect of liver damage by chloroform upon duration 
and onset of Pentothal anesthesia in the dog. 

Group IX—Erperiment 1: The determination of the 
dose of Curare necessary to give skeletal relaxation 
useful in setting fractures in the dog. 

Group X—Exzrperiment 1: The comparison of Pro- 
caine and Metycaine in epidural anesthesia in the 
dog.

The Parasitologist and the Small Animal Clinician 


DOUGLAS, Ph.D. and HAGE, D.V.M. 


Parasitology, definition, that field 
science which comprises the study parasites. 
parasite, again definition, living or- 
ganism, which lives another organism, 
the host. The host, result this relation- 
ship, injured some manner. immedi- 
ately apparent from this definition that all 
the infectious agents disease may classi- 
fied parasites. However, for practical pur- 
poses, the field has been divided, that the 
bacteria and viruses fall within the scope 
the microbiologist, leaving the protozoa, 
worms and arthropods the parasitologist. 

What sort creature this parasitologist? 
Where does fit the field veterinary 
medicine? Contrary rather prevalent con- 
ception, the parasitologist not merely 
classifier parasites, although that es- 
sential part his work. His primary concern 
with the host and its relationship with the 
parasite: the method infection, the produc- 
tion disease, and the control the parasite. 
Because his specialized field competence, 
the parasitologist position serve the 
clinician many ways. 

The primary problem confronting the clini- 
cian many cases the establishment the 
diagnosis. While the diagnosis obvious from 
the clinical picture large percentage 
patients, there remains another large group 
which the diagnosis not apparent. 


here that the parasitologist greatest serv- 


ice. can usually determine parasites are 
present, identify them, estimate the numbers 
present necessary, and render opinion 
their possible role the production the 
observed symptoms. With this information, 
plus that obtained from other specialists, the 
clinician position establish the diag- 
nosis and proceed with treatment. 

illustrate the foregoing, dog was pre- 
sented the Clinic, which from all appearances 
was suffering from severe case sarcoptic 
mange. fact, the animal had been receiving 
treatment for sarcoptic mange for some time. 
Skin scrapings were taken and sent the 
parasitologists for examination and they were 
found positive for demodectic mites. 

The animal was then treated for this condi- 
tion and apparently was responding. Later, 
however, developed bloody diarrhea. 
this time coccidiosis was suspected and stool 
sample was sent the parasitologist. Instead 
coccidia, was found loaded with 
demodectic mites. 

Successful treatment and discharge 
patient not always close the case. Fre- 
quently recommendations must made for 
preventing minimizing the recurrence 
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infection. This particularly true those 
cases which intermediate host involved. 
Here, the parasitologist, because his special 
training, can render the clinician valuable 
service suggesting prophylactic measures. 

order than accurate evaluation may 
made cases which parasitism suspected, 
complete history the case should sub- 
mitted. particularly important have the 
following information the patient: (1) 
Species; (2) Breed; (3) Age; (4) Sex; (5) 
History prior examination (activities, loca- 
tion, etc.); (6) Examination findings; (7) 
Treatment record; (8) Results treatment. 
equally important that the material submit- 
ted prepared properly that may 
adequately examined and evaluated. All too 
often the parasitologist expected find and 
identify parasites tissues state putre- 
faction; what often more difficult, identify 
parasites submitted without preservation, 
which are dried and distorted that they are 
hardly recognized parasites. requires 
little more time prepare specimens 
properly for examination. The following pro- 
cedures are suggested: 

(1) Gross specimens worms arthropods 
may placed directly into alcohol (denatured 

(2) Skin scrapings may placed alcohol 

(3) Feces should left their fresh con- 
dition, they will reach the laboratory 
hours. not, preserve with equal volume 
formalin. Every effort should made get 
fecal specimens the laboratory 
possible. any case, the time passage 
the specimen should noted. 

(4) Tissue specimens should fresh 
preserved formalin. they contain sus- 
pected tapeworm cysts, they should not 
preserved possible. Evagination the 
living cyst often essential for accurate iden- 
tification. 

(5) Blood should citrated oxalated 
prevent clotting. 

Adherence these simple procedures will 
simplify the problems the parasitologist and 
insure accurate diagnosis. 

Some the more interesting and perhaps 
less known aspects the parasitologist’s work 
may illustrated the following cases: 

(1) Routine fecal examination dog dis- 
closed ova Toxocara canis, the common 
large roundworm. The ova were distorted and 
infertile, indicated their lack internal 
organization. This was interpreted indi- 
cating infection females only. Subse- 
quent treatment confirmed the finding—a 
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single female was recovered, which proved 
examination infertile. not intended 
here infer that this was the only worm the 
dog had, but rather that there were only fe- 
males present. 

(2) the evaluation experimental ther- 
apy for Dirofilaria immitis, the heartworm 
dogs, possible determine adult female 
worms removed from the heart autopsy are 
producing microfilariae. those females 
which apparently have been sterilized, the 
ova (they produce ova which hatch within 
the uterus) not develop larvae the uterus, 
instead there unorganized mass inside 
the shell. 

(3) Viable tapeworm cysts, when removed 
from their enveloping tissue, can usually 
made evaginate the scolex, making positive 
identification much easier. This was impor- 
tance recently when cysts unknown origin 
were found the livers (and other loca- 
tion, far could determined) swine. 
Evagination the scolices established that 
they were cysts the pork tapeworm 
rather atypical location. 

(4) Examination skin scrapings from 
lesions dog revealed larvae Rhabditis 
species, saprophytic nematode, which will, 
under proper conditions, invade the skin 
several mammals. This parasite apparently 
has not previously been reported the West. 

One must always keep mind that one 
negative report from the parasitologist not 
always proof that the animal not parasitized. 
When intestinal parasites are suspected, often 
many six samples are necessary before 
this can confirmed. 

cases tapeworm infection easier 
find the proglottids the hair the rear 
quarters the dog than find the ova 
fecal sample. 

Not only will the foregoing suggestions aid 
the parasitologist, but will also benefit the 
clinician have this information. any case, 
the School Veterinary Medicine prepared 
cooperate with the practicing veterinarians 
the full extent their ability. 

far, this discussion has been concerned 
with what the parasitologist can for the 
clinician. should emphasized that the 
clinician can render great service the 
parasitologist well. 

strange and deplorable fact that our 
knowledge the distribution and incidence 
many the parasites domesticated ani- 
mals woefully inadequate. For example: 
There very little information available 
the distribution and incidence the dog 
heartworm California. undoubtedly 
more widespread than commonly believed, 
judging the few reports which have been 
published. 

This situation can corrected time 
the cooperation the clinicians the follow- 
ing program: 
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(1) Keep accurate and complete records. 

(2) Report all unusual cases, either 
publication someone such parasitol- 
ogist who will maintain record file and corre- 
late the information. 

(3) Submit specimens for examination 
there reasonable doubt the identifi- 
cation. 

(4) Make certain that the diagnostic pro- 
cedures employed are satisfactory. 

The Parasitological Laboratory the Uni- 
versity California School Veterinary 
Medicine prepared and willing cooperate 


with clinicians providing the following 
services: 


(1) Consultation. 

(2) Examination and identification speci- 
mens. 

(3) Maintenance records the distribu- 
tion and incidence parasites. 

(4) Routine diagnostic procedures. 


These services are available without cost 
veterinarians, except that nominal charge 
made for routine diagnostic procedures 
order that the facilities the laboratory will 
not overtaxed.

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Summary the June Meeting 
MARY KNIGHT DUNLAP, D.V.M. 


Each year the June meeting less like 
get-together and more like post-graduate 
course. The speakers are better and better, 
and are getting nice coverage the prob- 
lems that truly interest the practitioner. There 
was little any this 1950 meeting, and 
plenty good red meat. doubt will 
iron out remaining difficulties the next few 
years; find some way keep all speakers 
within time limits, and persuade the members 
arrive before the conference starts and re- 
main until over. Many members missed 
important information arriving late 
leaving early. 

The Claremont Hotel was fine selection 
meeting place, being spacious and comfort- 
able, famed for interior flower arrangements 
and view breathtaking loveliness. Mem- 
bers would have been happier they could 
have secured rooms there, but the press 
other conventions forbade this. Rooms pro- 
vided for the sessions were not quite large 
enough, but seems that they never are, and 
there probably law least union rule 
forbidding adequate ventilation. This was 
really minor, however, considering the advan- 
tages and comforts offered, and for once the 
exhibits were well placed and enjoyed all. 

the afternoon, after the address wel- 
come and Doctor Wilcox’s response, the group 
immediately got down business with Doctor 
Enright’s talk encephalitis. Diagnosis and 
treatment these diseases are one the 
small-animal man’s biggest headaches now- 
adays, and Doctor Dean explained, public 
health people are interested because canine 
and human encephalitides may related. 

Doctor Dean does not believe that all en- 
cephalitic symptoms occurring within days 
after vaccination should necessarily imputed 
the vaccine; they may coincidental. 
also explained why the new rabies vaccine can 
not made available California present. 

Doctor Quortrup illustrated his talk fur- 
bearing animals with fine color movies his 
own. Botulinus seems one the impor- 
tant pests, and may perhaps attributed most 
often tainted meat. 

Doctor Taylor reported two outbreaks 
bovine leptospirosis, one which was 
characterized death calves and dys- 
tokia, hemoglobinuria, diarrhea, fever and 
anemia cows. The other outbreak was 
characterized trembling and icterus well 
fever and hemoglobinuria. Leptospira could 
demonstrated the milk. Doctor Jamison 
then discussed the laboratory technics in- 
volved the diagnosis, and Doctor DeLay 
remarked that cases undiagnosed hemo- 
globinuria have been occurring California 
cattle for some time. 


The last speaker the first day was Doctor 
Lucia, who really pinned our ears back. 
received the only real ovation the confer- 
ence, showing that veterinarians appreciate 
being scolded man who knows what 
talking about. Perhaps all who heard him 
will now eat more sensibly, skipping salt and 
fats, exercise regularly and moderately, sleep 
hours night, and never worry about any- 
thing, thereby avoiding hypertension, coronary 
thrombosis, arteriosclerosis and the horrors 
obesity. least will know, when drop 
dead, that was our own fault. 

the business meeting Monday night, re- 
ported elsewhere, the program for Tuesday 
was rearranged the confusion all delin- 
quents who failed attend. 

Tuesday 

Everything was late Tuesday, starting with 
the movie. The combined abdomino-perineal 
resection was interesting technic though 
not applicable itself veterinary practice. 
Most admired was the manner which assist- 
ants pinched off vessels the surgeon sliced. 
Never was more than one grab needed, and 
often the hemostat seemed snatch the vessel 
before the knife could cut it. 

would impossible cover briefly Doc- 
tor Gassner’s talk hormones. explained 
how each hormone affects other endocrine 
glands vary their output, the system being 
interrelated that often impossible 
judge, cases imbalance, which organ 
started the trouble. That the pituitary the 
master gland shown the fact that 
useful hormone production occurs its ab- 
scence. also mentioned that progesterone 
production not caused the luteinizing but 
the lactogenic hormone. Thin-walled and 
thick-walled pyometras are explained due 
overproduction and underproduction es- 
trogen respectively. Pseudo-pregnancy 
referred psychic stimulation, which makes 
actual cure unlikely although symptoms are 
relieved stilbestrol. Hysterectomy ad- 
vised. Doctor Gassner also gave information 
the dosage and uses testosterone and 
aqueous orchic extract the male and female, 
and the two types prostatic hypertrophy. 

Doctor Hage talked parasitology and how 
the laboratory may useful the clinician 
assisting diagnosis. Veterinarians were 
invited send specimens Davis for exam- 
ination. 

the lunch session there was very little 
time for questions and answers. Doctor Vaw- 
ter said that animals should vaccinated 
against bacillary hemoglobinuria days 
two weeks before going infected pasture. 
This will hold them for six months. 

Doctor Riser said that curare had not been

found useful cats, did not give the de- 
sired relaxation. 

was agreed that cecal coccidiosis was 
usually pure infection but that several types 
were usually found intestinal infections. 

Tuesday afternoon, Doctor Riser spoke 
prolapse and rupture intervertebral discs, 
showing the method diagnosis means 
slides and preserved specimen. Small pro- 
lapses are usually followed recovery, but 
ruptures are incurable. the dog com- 
pletely paralyzed, with legs dragging behind, 
case probably hopeless. Operative treatment 
not useful because the tight fit the 
canine spinal cord the canal. the human 
there more room, and prolapse may not 
press hard the fibres the cord. 

Doctor Riser also discussed the use intra- 
venous procaine, which relieves the pain 
lesions. uses about 250cc one-tenth 
per cent procaine for 25-pound dog, given 
slowly avoid convulsive effects. says 
weak solutions are more effective, well 
safer, and that effects last hours. The 
drug eliminated partly through the kidneys, 
but mostly destroyed the liver. was 
brought out discussion that intravenous 
procaine also diuretic and being used 
kidney diseases. 

Doctor Hage discussed two interesting clinic 
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cases, one non-specific ileitis with pro- 
nounced eosinophilia, and one osteomyelitis, 
using slides and x-ray pictures. 

Doctor McKay introduced three members 
the Davis veterinary faculty, who spoke 
bovine sterility. Doctor Cupps began the dis- 
cussion explaining that the short life the 
spermatozoon and the egg made neces- 
sary breed very near the time ovluation. 
Individual variations ovluation time thus 
cause lack conception healthy animals. 
the absence Doctor Gregory, Doctor Raw- 
lins talked about hereditary sterility. says 
there are special sterility genes, perhaps sev- 
eral different sets. Time having run out, Doc- 
tor Kleiber graciously promised present his 
talk isotopes the January sessions. 

our great good luck, Dr. Kingman, 
who had come San Francisco for the meet- 
ings sterility and artificial insemination, 
stayed over attend our convention, and 
Doctor McKay called him sum up, which 
did his usual succint manner. high 
time that veterinarians undertook more intense 
sterility research, making use the results 
other groups now studying the problem, but 
not letting them all the work. Laymen 
doing artificial insemination work are gaining 
experience and acquiring information that the 
veterinarian needs. 

The banquet was quite function, and

everyone seemed gala mood. Although the 
Berkeley weather was doing excellent imi- 
tation the Los Angeles climate, the white 


mess-coats were not evidence. The food 
was good, and, which was unexpected, served 
with breathtaking speed. Plates were snatched 
the diner dared lay down his fork, and 
coffee cups forcibly removed before Doctor 
King showed signs being about arise and 
tap his glass for attention. There were 
speeches, which seemed appreciated, and Doc- 
tor King introduced the officers and 
ladies with commendable brevity.

Wednesday 


The Wednesday group papers was excel- 
lent and pity that only small group 
attended. 

Doctor Gochenour’s presentation was com- 
petent always. considering vaccine pro- 
duction, brought out the point that the viru- 
lence organism not necessarily related 
its antigenicity. mild strain may produce 
much higher immunity than killer. also 
said that the use vaccines therapeutically 
spreading, and that results gained were prob- 
ably due the cell-block effect. Doses are 
high. 

The talk x-ray was unfortunately titled, 
and perhaps more men would have stayed 
hear they had known what was. This 
was not discussion technics, but horror 
story: “What Happens the Radiologist.” 
Everyone who uses x-ray fluoroscope 
(which the more dangerous) should hear 
this. 

X-rays not rattle before they strike, nor 
can their bite felt the time. The dose 
careless operator gets may not noticed, but 
eventually after many tiny doses the skin be- 
gins show signs abnormality. Everyone 
with x-ray should have handbook 
the Bureau Standards, Washington, 
contains rules for the operator’s protection 
from machines producing two million 
volts. 

Doctor Rosenwald’s picture avian 
cecal coccidiosis showed views the birds 
and their ceca throughout the course 
infection. recommended that birds 
given just enough exposure produce im- 
munity without disease.

Report Disease Control Committee 
GAYLORD COOKE, D.V.M., Chairman 


The role the practicing veterinarian 
communicable disease control has been dis- 
cussed length for number years, and 
apparently the major problem involved has 
remained static; other words, need 
better system animal disease reporting, or, 
least, better adherence the system now 
vogue. 

Dr. Woodward recently published 
article THE CALIFORNIA VETERINARIAN: 
More Information About Report- 
able suggests that local veter- 
inarians report diseases promptly and regu- 
larly state and/or county veterinarians, this 
information could relayed the prac- 
titioners and assistance them an- 
ticipating outbreaks cases infectious dis- 
ease, and distinct aid primary 
diagnoses. 

The present law California requires the 
immediate report cases listed group 
infectious diseases the Administrator 
Animal Industry the State Department 
Agriculture. From this source the veterinary 
staff the State Board Health may keep 
itself informed provided that Sacramento has 
the facts. 

veterinarian knows, should know, his 
responsibility insofar reporting cases 
communicable disease encountered his prac- 
tice. this regard some could 
better job. 

overall program must know where 
and when disease occurs and something 
its extent, base start from. Only then 
can such agencies the Veterinary Division 
the California State Department Agri- 
culture and that the State Board Health, 
assisted their laboratories, find the causes 
and evaluate such factors means dis- 
semination, vectors, and develop methods 
control. 

The relationship between the physician and 
the veterinarian has improved tremendously 
the past decade, due, part, the im- 
proved educational level the veterinarian 
and the recognition his importance public 
health, because his knowledge animal 
diseases directly and indirectly communicable 
man. working together the two pro- 
fessions can mutual benefit. 

not recognize this responsibility 
and meet factual demonstration our 
professional ability and cooperation with 
the medical profession, may face the pos- 
sibility that state boards health and other 
official agencies may attempt carry the ball 
for us. 

California not alone facing problem 
this sort. For example, the State Michi- 


gan attempting promote rather ambi- 
tious program improvement animal 
disease reporting voluntary basis, even 
going far attempt invoke federal 
financial aid. 


summary this report follows: 


Program for Disease Control 


report suspected serious disease 
not much value without autopsy. 

Many livestock owners not consult 
cooperate with veterinarian and are outside 
the circle veterinary influence. 


Some livestock men are willing spend 
money live animal but are not interested 
spending money for autopsy. 

The veterinarian the only qualified per- 
son post-mortem examination and 
properly select and prepare specimens for the 
laboratory. 

Proper disposal carcasses should 
carried out under veterinary advice and super- 
vision. 

The public entitled warning about 
dangerous epizootics and the state and nation 
must depend local veterinarians the first 
line defense. 


Veterinary coverage should include not 
only the paying client, but all livestock the 
community. 

Since adequate and complete reports 
morbidity and mortality are desired the 
state, someone must perform the necessary 
labor and such labor should paid for. 


Veterinarians should encouraged 
locate districts where veterinary service 
now desired but not practical due inade- 
quate support those who need veterina- 
rians. 

10. The federal government should coop- 
erate with the states and lend financial support 
those states which carry out program for 
public health, backed qualified techni- 
cians local custodians animal health, with 
statewide coverage through the practicing 
veterinarians. 

11. State legislatures would more willing 
enact legislation favoring the proposed 
measure, federal help available. 

12. The federal government would benefit 
from proposed state veterinary support and 
national security would increased war 
peace. 

The California State Department Public 
Health has launched program somewhat 
similar fashion. Excerpts follow: 


Coordinate veterinary activities various 
official and non-official agencies concerned 
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with problems diseases animals affecting 
man. 

Dissemination general knowledge relative 
diseases animals transmissible man 
and methods approaching specific veteri- 
nary public health problems. 

Stimulate the reporting animal diseases 
communicable man official agencies 
private veterinarians other persons that 
suspect such diseases. 

Consult with local health agencies, veteri- 
narians and other agencies, conical and 
laboratory diagnosis diseases animals 
transmissible man, and recommend pro- 
grams for prevention and control such 
diseases. 

Act liaison capacity between the State 
Department Public Health, State Depart- 
ment Agriculture, School Veterinary 
Medicine (University California) private 
veterinarians and veterinarians other 
agencies. 

evident from the foregoing statements 
that these agencies plan, least for the pres- 
ent, include the practicing veterinarian 
their scheme things. Therefore, in- 
cumbent upon keep our place the pic- 
ture fulfilling our moral, professional and 
legal obligations prompt and conscientious 
reporting cases disease encountered 
our practice and arriving more accurate 
diagnoses calling upon laboratory aid when 
necessary, and submitting more frequent 
specimens these laboratories for positive 
confirmation field diagnosis. This means 
more frequent and careful autopsies. 

must remember that “Without reliable 
vital statistics, there can epidemiology 
record; without that there can successful 
disease control program.” (Quote from Martin 
Baum, Colorado.) 

With regard the present status some 
the various more important diseases the 
communicable category California, the facts 
are approximately follow: 


Rabies 


During the last 12-month period ending 
June 15, 1950, cases rabies animals 
were reported the State California. These 
cases were divided follows: fifty-seven dogs, 
one cat, two hamsters, five cows, eight skunks, 
six foxes, one steer and one bobcat. The 
highest incidence canine rabies appeared 
the southern counties, while the rabies 
wild life occurred mainly Sonoma County. 

The overall program rabies control which 
has been developed, has proven itself large 
degree. The main points are, course: (1) 
Licensing all dogs; (2) Impounding all 
stray animals; (3) Vaccination against rabies 
prescribed the State Board Public 
Health, all dogs allowed run large, 
and other regulations such quarantine 
measures the presence epidemic. 
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many communities difficult obtain 
program compulsory vaccination. The 
control program this state receiving im- 
petus from two sources: (1) The veterinary 
staff the State Department Public Health, 
headed Dr. Ben Dean; (2) The fact that 
many new health departments are being set 
county basis which includes rabies con- 
trol suburban areas, though many these 
present are rather loosely organized far 
this part the program concerned. The 
diagnosis rabies and the handling speci- 
mens for laboratory examination have been 
entrusted laymen. The practicing veteri- 
narian such areas should interest himself 
this opportunity for public service. Only 
the more populous counties employ veteri- 
narian full time. There reason why the 
smaller areas could not arrange for the serv- 
ices their local veterinarian making diag- 
noses this nature fee basis. attempt 
being made encourage this movement 
official agencies. This responsibility may have 
certain nuisance value first but will ulti- 
mately result benefit the practitioner 
involved. 

Better rabies control will result fewer 
rabid animals, fewer dog bites and last, but not 
least, fewer Pasteur treatments. the year 
1948, 3,334 Pasteur treatments were sold 
California, and companies selling them esti- 
mated that per cent, i.e., 3,167, were actually 
administered. 

Rabies wild life presents interesting 
picture but does not seem present the hazard 
the public that rabies the dog presents, 
perhaps because the non-gregarious habits 
wild animals general. 


Tuberculosis 


California started statewide bovine tu- 
berculosis eradication program the fall 
1931. November 1940 the entire state 
was designated tuberculosis modified ac- 
credited area the United States Department 
Agriculture, implying incidence re- 
actors less than one-half per cent. 
spite the limitations the tuberculin test; 
spite the individual variations the in- 
terpretation the results obtained, and 
spite the fact that extensive traffic dairy 
cattle renders the control the disease diffi- 
cult, the results the main have been excel- 
lent. The danger the continuing success 
program such this is, that all too easy 
fall into mood complacency and assume 
that tuberculosis eradicated. cannot 
overlook the fact that all reservoirs infec- 
tion have not been eliminated. Some these 
are infected premises and some are cattle 
which, while disseminating the disease, are 
extensively infected that they not react 
the tuberculin test. Unfortunately, many 
such cases cannot diagnosed clinically. 
Freshly infected cattle may not react. 


Another fact that the time lag between 
tests has, perhaps necessity, been variable. 
This especially important handling large 
groups cattle concentration, such large 
dairy herds. such herds are allowed 
two three years without tests may 
assuming too much. Outbreaks these herds 
can explosive and productive great loss, 
and may create dangerous foci infection. 

cannot disregard the fact that extensive 
traffic exists among dairy cattle and that, 
the past, the movement non-reactors from 
herds which have recently shown reactors, and 
their wide distribution through sales yards, 
hazardous. The state attempting control 
this factor through legislation, imposing 
quarantine such herds limit and check 
the movement cattle. 


Brucellosis 


The state program brucellosis control 
present consists calf vaccination the par- 
ticipating practicing veterinarian under con- 
tract the state. This program, result 
the vaccination numerous dairy calves 
and some beef calves, has not been 100 per 
cent because the fact that some owners are 
indifferent to, ignorant of, the facts in- 
volved, and not seem realize that vacci- 
nation compulsory. Stock owners who con- 
sult the veterinary practitioner infrequently 
are not apt well informed these 
matters. 

The state attempting aid this situation 
having their veterinary staff check with 
cattle owners the time the tuberculin 
test, remind them their legal responsibility 
and submit the name and address the owner 
and number calves ready for vaccination, 
the veterinarian the owner’s choice. This 
should decided help. 

Vaccination has seemed reduce the clin- 
ical incidence abortion for the time being. 
The act abortion only one the symp- 
toms brucellosis and does not always occur, 
and, therefore, not reliable index the 
presence absence infection. 

The length time for which vaccination 
immature cattle against brucellosis will pro- 
tect, still point that undergoing consid- 
erable discussion. Some. authorities believe 
that vaccination perpetuates the infection and 
will not result eradication the disease, 
but many believe that, from practical stand- 
point, certainly our most economical and 
logical means present control. 


Equine Encephalomyelitis 

During the 12-month period ending April 
30, 1950, there were 269 cases encephalo- 
myelitis reported, spite the fact that vac- 
cination for this disease has proven very satis- 
factory, and practiced considerable 
extent annually. interesting sidelight here 
the fact that recently, Colorado, rapid 


uptrend reported cases poliomyelitis 
humans was coincident with similar upward 
trend equine encephalomyelitis. This was 
acute interest the State Health Depart- 
ment, but the lack proper reporting 
equine cases veterinarians made such 
study comparison impossible. 


“Q” Fever 

“Q” fever disease apparently transmis- 
sible from animal man. The animal reser- 
voirs were identified being sheep, cattle 
and goats, given the order their impor- 
tance. 

The status “Q” fever California the 
present time interesting the fact that 
while, the Los Angeles area, one with high 
concentration dairy cattle (400,000 Los 
Angeles County alone) the incidence “Q” 
cattle runs approximately per cent, 
whereas the beef animals the area are ap- 
parently negative. the north Central Valley 
area California, with heavy sheep concen- 
tration (Solano County alone with 500,000) 
the disease endemic sheep, with inci- 
dence close per cent, whereas cattle 
per cent. The northern counties appar- 
ently are free from infection far can 
determined several thousand examinations. 

The interesting thing about the situation 
that “Q” fever seems remain confined pretty 
closely the areas which was originally 
discovered, and shows evidence exten- 
sive spread present. The State Department 
Public Health has concluded its survey and 
the moment its activities are confined 
study the pathogenesis and epidemiology 
the disease. 

Dr. Winn the Public Health 
Service, duty California, states that the 
disease may transmitted raw milk, but 
that there definite evidence air-borne 
transmission. Naturally, all research the 
control “Q” handicapped the fact that 
symptoms are exhibited animals. 


Anaplasmosis. 

During the months ending April 30, 1950, 
cases anaplasmosis were reported 
California, more less evenly distributed 
over the state. all cases anaplasmosis 
were recognized and reported, this certainly 
does not indicate heavy incidence the 
disease. 

With regard the control infectious dis- 
ease poultry, the recent introduction the 
highly fatal Asiatic type this disease 
birds imported from China indicates the need 
for federal state inspection imported 
poultry and exotic birds limit the introduc- 
tion such diseases Newcastle, fowl 
plagues and other non-existent diseases. The 
extensive use Newcastle vaccine has re- 
incidence the type this disease
